U. S. Submarine Batt?, New Lon­ 
don, Conn., Sept. 30.— Tragic luck 
atm trailed the navy's work of try­ 
ing to rescue possible living 
men 
within the hull of the wrecked sub­ 
marine 8-51 today. 
The two bulky, top-heavy derricks 
Century and Monarch 
which

day* in succession have been driven 
by rough weather to seek shelter. 
were forced again early today to put 
hack into a safe berth at Newport. 
Admiral Christy had 
hoped 
to 
have them operating at the scene of 
the wreck by dawn today. 
Accord 
ingly he ordered them 
to 
proceed 
from Newport to the wreck area. 
At Breton Reef lightship, howev 
er, the wind was found freshening 
and the sea kicking up, so the two 
cranes were compelled to 
lumber 
back into the harbor. 
Later in the 
morning the weather improved and 
it was hoped that they might be sent 
to the wreck area during the day. 
Today is virtually the last day of 
hope of getting any living men out. 
and the naval men ashore here ad­ 
mit privately that this hope is as 
good as nil. 
The “ zero hour" is 
past. 
If no hoist succeeds now, then 
It will be a slow, tedious process to 
get the submarine to the surface. 
Meantime the continued 
choppy 
weather did not interfere with prep­ 
arations for further diving 
opera­ 
tions. 
The late night message from 
Admiral Christy said that on the 
sixth descent of the divers yesterday 
he had given special orders to search 
for bodies though the primary ob­ 
ject of (he diving was to “ plug up" 
the ship so it could be lightened and 
made more buoyant for the lifting 
operations. 
The last diver to enter 
the crushed vessel was unable, how­ 
ever, to find more corpses. 
Wreck­ 
age piled high and badly 
twisted, 
had hampered the entire diving op­ 
erations yesterday. 
The upshot of 
the day’s work was the finding of 
the bodies of William 
C. 
Tesche- 
maeher and John L, Gibson and the 
tragic negative report th a t the men 
did not know whether the doors aft 
were sealed so as to perhaps hide 
living men behind them. 
Explorations were to continue to­ 
day. 
The extreme confusion within the 
hull indicated to Captain E. J. King, 
chief of the submarine base and oth­ 
ers who might have been out to the 
scene, that it may be impossible to 
check up definitely on whether the 
ship is other than a death shell.

Mitchell Says Sending Shenandoah

accident rate is 76.3 per 100,000 of population, or almost two and 
one-third times the accident rate for England, the w orlds second y 
most careless nation. 
With its speed, flivvers and gasoline, this country of the ti. 
S. A. leads the world in automobile accidents. 
Automobile fa­ 
talities run as high as 14.8 to every 100,000 population.

means that every hour of the day more than two persons ate 
sacrificed. 
Accidents to children are also on the increase. 
Some 21,000 
boys and girls were killed during the past year and at least 600,000jmeat.

sey has posted a forfeit of $100,000. 
Wills bound himself by $50,000 and 
Fitzsimmons put up $200,000 to as­ 
sure hts end of the arrangements. 
The $350,000 has been deposited In 
a South Bend, Ind., bank, according 
to Fltssimmons. 
Signing of the articles came an 
the climax of many weeks of negoti­ 
ating. 
Fitzsimmons has been try­ 
ing to get the big boys together for 
a long time and has had them to­ 
gether In South Bend for three days. 
Because of a technicality In Indi­ 
a n a ’s prizefight law, Dempsey 
and 
his secretary, Rob Roy Benton; Wills 
and his manager, Paddy Mullins, and 
Fitzsimmons and his associates made

Date of the match was postponed 
one year because of Dempsey’s con­ 
tract with Jack Kearns, which ex­ 
pires August 3, 1926. 
If Kearns 
goes to court with the contention

FIGHT ON A PERCENTAGE 
BASIS

Chicago, Sept. 30.— Harry Wills, 
the dusky heavyweight boxer and 
most 
insistent 
championship 
con­ 
tender, has won his ambition in a 
match with Jack Dempsey 


Articles for the match, carefully 
framed to avoid all legal complica­ 
tions, were signed 
last 
night 
at 
Niles, Mich. 
They call for a meet­ 
ing between 
Dempsey 
and 
Wills 
somewhere 
in 
the 
United 
States 
‘ sometime 
in 
September, 
1926.” 
Floyd Fitzsimmons is the promoter. 
The two giants of the ring will 
fight on a percentage basis, the fig­ 
ures to be announced later. 
Demp­ 
sey has posted a forfeit of $100,000. 
Wills bound himself by $50,000 and 
Fitzsimmons put up $200,000 to as­ 
sure his end of the arrangements. 
The $350,000 has been deposited in 
a South Bend, Ind., hank, according; 
to Fitzsimmons. 


Signing of the articles came as 
the climax of many weeks of negoti­ 
ating. 
Fitzsimmons has been try­ 
ing to get the big boys together for 
a long time and has had them to­ 
gether in South Bend for three days. 


Because of a technicality in Indi­ 
ana’s prizefight law, Dempsey 
and 
his secretary, Rob Roy Benton; Wills 
and his manager, Paddy Mullins, and 
Fitzsimmons and his associates made 
a hurried trip in 
automobiles 
to 
Niles, Mich. 
There in the private 
office of Dr. Frederick Bonine, the 
formal papers were laid before Demp­ 
sey and Wills and as the flashlights 
of newspaper cameras boomed, the 
two fighters affixed their signatures 
to the agreement. Fitzsimmons then 
added his name and L. S. Goodsell 
signed as notary public. 


Date of the match was postponed 
one year because of Dempsey’s con­ 
tract with Jack Kearns, which ex­ 
pires August 3, 1926. 
If Kearns 
goes to court with the contention 
that Dempsey had no authority to 
sign for the Wills match without 
his permission, the trio that signed 
last night will scrap 
the 
present 
document and sign new papers after 
August 3. 


Fitzsimmons 
and 
his 
financial 
hackers will pick the location for 
the fight. 
They would like to hold 
it within commuting 
distance 
at 
least of Chicago, but as Illinois law 
prohibits citizens of another 
state 
from staging a boxing show, the 
promoters might sell their ^contract 
outright to another group of Chica­ 
go promoters, but it is believed that 
they will hang on to their agree­ 
ment and attempt to hold the fight 
in Indiana. 


Selection of a referee almost dis­ 
rupted

Dempsey
